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LEOPOLD TOWNSHIP: A ElSTOBY 


The history of Leopold Township Levins vith Catholic missionary activity. 
The river cade the arc.-* accessible and early mission© were eatabliebod at 
Kone and Derby by Bishop Placet of Bardstown, Kentucky. St. Mary Church, 
formerly colled "St. Mary cf the PJ.ver", was founded at Derby in 1810, tho 
first pastor being the Her. Stephen Theodore Badin, who served from 1510 to l 8 ll 
Following Father Badin, it© pastors were: the Rev. Charlac Nevinchx, loll-l3l6; 
Robert Abell, IO 16 -I 82 U; Elisha Durbin, I 82 L-I 632 . Priests from Indiana took 
charge on September. 3, 1837 when Rt. Rev. Simon Brute, first Bishop of Vincennes 
personally installed the Rev. Julian Ber.olt as resident paster and the first 
diocesan priest in Perry County. 

Father Benoit established four mieaion©: Troy, 15 milea west of Derby; 
Cassidy oettlement, 83 miles north of D-irby; Kt. Pleasant, 8 ailec north of 
Derby; and the Chapel, $ miles north of Derby. The first three were established 
in 18J7, the fourth in 1838 . In August 1835, Father Benoit, vith fund© advanced 
by Bishop Brute, bought the land e.t the Chapel and built on it the Chapel Church, 
a frame building having two rooms belov for residence and the floor above for 
the church, A veil near the site of this frame church i© still referred to as 
the "Bio.hop’o Veil". Father Benoit then movel from Derby to Leopold where the 
Chapel Church became tho main Catholic church cf Perry County. Father Benoit 
wrote letters to friends In seaports in France, Germany, and Belgium, acting 
them to tell emigrants about the Chapel settlement. In I 8 L 1 O, Father Benoit van 
transferred to Fort Wayne and replaced by Father August Besscries, recently 
arrived froc hio native France and ordained by the rev Bishop of Vincennes, 

It. Rev. Cslootine Reno do In Hailondicre. 


Among the earliest French-epeeking settlers in vbat vas to be Leopold 
Township vc re Peter and Catherine Jubin in the 1620’b; John Courcier, a 
veteran of the Var of 1312, and his wife, Mary; Nicholas and Anne Claudel in 
1837 * According to Be La Hunt's Perry County : ^A History, John Courcier 
received a grant of land in Leopold Tcwnsfcip for hi© oervicc3 in tho Var of 1812 
The early lGLO'o marked tho arrival of French and Belgian immi.grant© in 
increasing numbers. In November 181*2, the town of Leopold vaa laid out by 
Father Besaonie9 and recorded in the county recorder 1 0 office, Deed Book C, 
p. 355 1 follows:. 

"I, the undersigned, in order to promote both the temporal and spiritual 
welfare of the French people coming from Europe, resolved to lay off a 
town of the name cf Leopold, in which, vith God's assistance, I intend 
to erect a temple to the glory of the Almighty for them to worship 
therein their Maker, according to the dictates of their conscience; the 
most glorious privilege a huenn being can enjoy, and of which we boast 
in this country of Freedom, become for ue an adopted Land of ProclBe. 
Leopold is situated in Perry County, State of Indiana, in Township Five 
South, Range Two Vest, Section One, and contain© forty acre©, more or 
lees, to-wit; the East half of the Southwest quarter of the Southwest 
quarter of section, township and range a© above stated, containing 
twenty acres, more cr leso; and the Vest half of the Southeast quarter 
of the Southwest quarter of section, township and range above mentioned, 
containing twenty acres, be the ©ere more or loos. 

There is in Leopold one hundred lot©. The town is laid off vith six 
North and South street© running the whole length of the town, every one 
of them numbering 60 feet in width; the first street commencing at the 
Northeast quarter is Belgium Street; the second, Celestir.e Street; the 
third, Laf-O'ettc Street; the Fourth, Washington Street; the fifth, 

Caroline Street; the fsixth, Gera an Street. 

There is also six Eire etc East and V’oct, sixty feet in width, The flr3t 
lo named Rome Streetj tho second, Ohio Street; the third, Indi;u;a Street; 
tho fourth, St. Louis Street; tho fifth, Troy Street; tho oixth, St. 
Augustine Street. 

Each lot contain© ninety-nine feet ©quare, and every one of them in & 
comer lot* Fcur lot© in the centra of Leopold will be kept for a 
public Bquaro, to—vit: the forty-fifth, forty-sixth, fifty-fifth and 
fif ty-eixth; which lot© I kcap the right to diopo&o of and to do rite to 
tho county for any public advantage, with other property whenever Leopold 
will bo a county ©cat. 

To tho Credit thoreof, before any court of tho United States, or any 
magistrate whomsoever, I give ny hand and usual oeal. Given at Leopold, 
Ferry County, IndlP-na, tho eleventh day of Bovember, eighteen hundred 
ahd forty-tvo. 

(Signed) Augustus B«3Goni©9, Cath. ?." 



Leopold Townshipi A History, Cont. 

At this ti.e, almost unbroken forest still oorered practically all of 
southern Indiana, clearing were few, established highways unknown, and the 
only travel possible was by means of blared trees marking a course through 
the tall timber from one place to another. The climate and terrain were very 
much like those or the province of Luxembourg In Belgium from where most of 
the settlers came. Hie first homes they built were probably Ilka those 
described In a booklet published In 193 L for the centennial celebration of 
St. Kory's Church at Klllhousem "The pioneer homes were one-room affairs. 

The bare ground served as the floor, A large fireplaco with an opening of 
six by four feet gave warmth and cheer to the humble home and served also ae 
the cooking stove. The winging iron within the fireplace held a caldron whioh, 
in most families, constituted the only cooking utensil. The family table was a 
l^tC® block of vood( in some instances the stump of a tree served this purpose. 
Chairs were few and beds were hard boards. Light at nightfall was furnished by 
the eoft, glowing embers In the fireplace, or by a smoking tallow lamp. During 
the day high built windows admitted Light and at night furalshod protection 
agalost wolves..." 

Most of the settlers were farmers who brought with them large families. 

Among them wsre Joseph Jamei, a iaerchant| Andraw Peter, who felled the first tree 
In the heavily-wooded area where Leopold le today) Jacob (James) Tlbessard, 
owner of s water mill on Snake Branch about four miles west of Leopold} commonly 
called "Tipeaw"| other families who were landholders by I 850 Included John, 
Andrew, and Tlotor Gofflnstj John B, Belvai franc la Allard) John B. dales) 

Joseph Holman; and Jacob Glllardln. 

In Jane 184?» Leopold Township vaa formed oat of Union, Oil, Clark and 
Anderson Townships upon the petition of 60 citizens* The petition vaa presented 
by John Courcler In December I 8 I 16 . Like the tovn, the tovnship va o na*ed In 
honor of Leopold I, ting of the Belgians# It vaa also in 1847 that the Leopold 
Post Office vaa established by President Jsmst K. Polk and Father Besuoniee 
appointed the firet postmaster. 


Immigration continued into the 1850'** Among the families vere those 
of John J. Feunicr, Victor Karehal, Gerard Joseph Collignon; Francis DeriHe*. 
Almost all v« r « from Tillages in the province of Luxembourg in Belgium* Names 
of thoee villages can still be found on a number of old tombstones in St. 

Augustine Cemetery! Eachy, Nobreseart, Vance, Ste. Cecils, Halles, Florenrllle, 
and Lea Bullee. Although almost all families were of Belgian or French birth, 
some notable exceptions vere Victor Yaggi, a native of Switzerland vho arrived 
in 1853; John Cod J and.John Gleeeon, natives of County Tipperary, Ireland; 
and Peter Kasper (Casper), a native of Vurttemberg, Germany. 

In 106h t Peter and Margaret (Devillez) Georges, natives of Eachy and 
Nobressart, Belgium; arrived vith their family of ten children. Their youngest 
son, Frank J# George, later became Perry County Superintendent of Schools, then 
County Secorder. The account of his Journey and adjustment to life in a new 
land vaa perhaps typical of many; "Bom of poor parents at Eachy, Belgium, ou 
the 28 th of April 1852, his entire earthly belongings vere packed, into an old 
strav valise... and he boar dec tne good ship Lancaster at Antwerp on the 29th of 
October 1863* A shipwreck was one of his experiences on the way to America.. • 
From & family of stonemasons, he quite naturally took up this trade a_5 a boy and 
continued it as a young man in this country*.,Ho obtalnod work at the monastery 
jn St. Meinrad and some of the kindly priests gave him an opportunity to study 
an hour or more each day...Ee obtained a license to teach and taught for sor? 
time In the district schools of Leopold Township. Then he went to normal school 
at Danville, after which he obtained a position in the schools of Tell City.*.in 
1885* The onoe emigrant boy was elected county superintendent of schools, serving 
in this position twelve years..." 

The Georges vere ths stonemasons eaploysd in the first phase of the building 
of the present St* Augustine Church. Father Beseonise had directed the building 
of a second ohoroh, of logs, in 1842-1843* The preeent stone church vaa begun

by Juther Philip Dscron in 1366. Uca^uring 115 x U5* the church vaa 

built of a an do tone found belov Leopold, otor.e van hauled iron belov the tovn 
hill by t«ac*3 of oxen; thoec vho roved the store contracted to do it for the 
sun of 5300.00. The vails were raised during the tenure of Father John L. Braesart 
froa 1667 to I869. Kzzx? delays were encountered before the roof vaa added and 


enclosed by Father Philip Foyle vho served fron 1869 to 1872. Discouraged and 
heavily in debt, the people wore about to sell the church when Father John B. 
Unversagt, a native of laden, Gene any, arrived in 1872. By 107 3» order vaa 
restored, the al tears and pews aoved frea the leg church into the rev atone church, 
which va s at last ready for une. Thirty years later, under Father Joseph A. Thic, 
the tower, spire, chimes and bells were finished. 

One of the EOst-cften-told otorics of Leopold concerns the atatue of Our 
Lady of Consolation which can be seen cn the left side altar of St. Augustine 
Church. During the Civil Var, three cen froaj Leopold—Henry J. Bevillec, Lambert . 
Rosier, and Isadora Naviaux—were Union soldiers fighting in the Battle of Chicka- 
mauga when they were taken prisoner. They were transferred to the notorious 
Confederate prison at Andersonville. Georgia, where over 11,000 Union prisoners 
died froa starvation or disease. Eenry Dovillez, vho had coco to this country at 
the age of Ik, reaeiebered well the shrine of Our Lady of Congelation in his native 
Luxembourg. The three made a vow that, if delivered Iron the horror of Andnrsonvilie, 
they would return to their native land to have a replica of the statue of Cur Lady 
of Consolation r.ade and brought to Leopold. Eleven iron the later, they were freed 
and, with the help of John ?. George, fulfilled their vow. The statue va3 brought 
back by Lambert Fogier, arriving in New York on July L, 1867, transported to Leopold, 
where it ronains to the p re cant day*

A Letter To " A President" - It was quite a thrill for Mrs. Jane 
FRANBAER oi Watsoka when recently on a vacation trip, she stopped 
at the Herbert HOOVER Library Museum in West Branch, Iowa and saw a 
letter written by her to President HOOVER on display at the Museum. 
This started with another letter-written during the First World War 
whcn Mrs . FRAN5AGR vas a child living in Belgium, durincj the wor , 

Mr. HOOVER van in charge of the European Relief Fund whore-at food 
and clothing was sent to Belgium children by the American People. 

After the war a contest was held by the school children and her 
letter was the one chosen to bo sent to President Wilson and 
Mr. Hoover to thank them and the American People for the much needed 
gifts. When Mrs. FRANUAER came to this country and became nr. American 
Citizen, she again corresponded with the former president,' he was 
at that time writing a book about bin experiences during that period. 
The curator od the Museum of West Branch stated that a new’ book has 
been printed about the life and times of Mr. Hoover and that any 
school can obtain same free of charge by writing to the Herbert HOOVER 
Library, West Branch, Iowa.
